It is eſſentially neceſſary in the Cure of Diſ- 
eaſes, to be throughly acquainted with the Na- 
ture of them: Without this Knowledge, no 
Good is to be done. On the contrary, much 
Harm may probably enſue from the Phyſicians 
miſtaking the Patient's Caſe z which in ſome 
Perſons is eaſily diſcovered, in others very diffi - 
cult to underſtand. | 

This, I apprehend, proceeds from the Affinit 
and Reſemblance there is between different Diſ- 
eaſes 3 which, though often attended with the 
ſame Symptoms, yet proceed from different 
Cauſes. and conſequently require various Me- 
thods of Cure : For which Reaſon the Phyſician 
ſhould be very cautious in preſcribing, till he 
has fully examined the Symptoms of the Diſeaſe, 
compared them with the ſeveral Anſwers of the 
Patient, and till he has juſt Reaſons to think he 
underſtands the Nature of the Dillemper. 

Complicated Caſes are moſt difficult ; neicher 
is it poſſible to determine any Thing of them be- 
fore they happen, by Reaſon ot their various 

Degrees, and uncertain Combinations. 

In thele Caſes, ſo very hard to be adjuſted, it 

may be pardonable for a Phylician to err a little z 


but in ſimple Diſcaſes, the Miſtake admirs of

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To go no farther than a Dropſy. I have 


attended ſome Perſons in this Diſtemper, where 
ir has taken very deep Root. Their Legs, 


Thighs, and Bodies, have been blown up like 


Bladders ; yet ſome of theſe Perſons have been 
blooded four or five 'Times, in order, as was 
ſaid, to relieve their Shortneſs of Breath; where- 
as Shortneſs of Breath is not always an Indica- 
tion for Blecding. 

There are three Cauſes of a Dy/pnea, or Short- 
neſs of Breath; Inflammation, Convulſion, and 
Plenitude: Bleeding in Convulſions, if it has not 
been, ought to be exploded ; and in Fulneſs, oc- 
caſioned by Dropſies, it is pernicious to the laſt 
Degree. 

F ſhall make no Scruple to affirm, That Shor:- 
neſs of Breath, though it be what we term Aio 
Leſa, makes no Diſtemper, without ſome other 
bad Symptoms actending it; if it did, a Man 
who runs, or uſcs any violent Exerciſe, cauſin 
Shortneſs of Breathiog, might be ſaid to be Jie 
tempered. 

either in other Caſes is Shortneſs of Breath 
to be looked on as any Thing but the Effect of 
ſome Diſcaſe, cauſing great Weakneſs, which on 
the leaſt Motion is followed with Difficulty of - 
Breathing. | | 

It may ſeem ftrange that this Diſcaſe, viz. a 
Dropſy, ſhouid be ſo groſly miſtaken ; when the 
Condition of a Woman, near the Time of her 
Delivery, is not more apparent to the Eye, than 
that of an hydropical -Perſon. However, this 
ſhews what great Reaſons there are to ſer the 


Symptoms of Dilcaſes in as clear a Light as poſ- 
ſible. I ſhall 
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I ſhall, in the Proſecution of this Subject, take 
Notice, in a very brief Manner, of the Fluids 
in human Bodies: a Point very neceſſary to be 
underſtood, becauſe they are the Scat of all Diſ- 
tempers; whereas the ſolid Parts are only paſſive. 
Little, that I can find, has been ſaid of 
this Matter, though the right Underſtanding of 
it is of ſo great U ſe in the Art of Healing. 

Inſtead of giving us ſuch neceſſary Prelimina- 
ries, many lay the whole Streſs of curing Dif- 
eaſes upon the Number of their Receipts, ſtuf- 
fing their Books with long and tedious Preſcrip- 
tions; which is little better than teaching us how 
ro cure People, before we know the Nature of 
their Diſtemper. : 

This brings to my Mind a Saying of that good 
and truly honeſt Man, Dr. Sydenbam : ——— 
Medice Artis pompa & dignitas non tam formula- 
rum Concinnitate (5 Elegantia, quam morborum Cu- 
ratione cernitur. 

The late famous Dr. Radcliff was of Opinior, 
That ir was expedient for young Gentlemen, en- 
tering upon our Profeſſion, to travel; and that 
ſuch as purſued their Studies at Home, could not 
( allowing they have had the Advantages of an 
Academical Education ) improve themſelves 
equally with-thoſe that ſpend many Years Abroad, 
and make good Uſe of their Time. This 
was his Reaſon for ſettling annual Penſions upon 
ſome young. Phyſicians, that they might be in a 
Capacity to travel. 

erhaps he had done better, if he had oblig- 

ed thoſe Gentlemen to practice Phy ſick, at leaſt 
ten Years, before their letting cut for foreign 
— Parts: 
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Parts: They would then bave been much more 
capable of making ſuch Obſervations, as might 
be of ſingular Uſe to them; and 'tis farther m 
Opinion, That if he had ordered them to viſit 
the moſt intemperate Climates, where all acute 
Diſeaſes are the moſt violent, they would have 
returned Maſters of greater Knowledge and Ex- 
perience, than they can ever acquire by only paſ- 
ſing through the moſt healthy Parts of Europe, 
which ſeems more like travelling for the ſake of 
their own Health, than that of other People. 

If travelling be neceſſary to make an accom- 
pliſhed Phyſician, I am very ſure that I have tra- 
velled more than all the Phyſicians in Great Bri- 
tain put together. | 

Bur I am going a little out of my Way, and 
ſhali therefore return to what I at firſt propoſed; 
wherein, if I fall ſhort, I ſhall yer pleaſe myſelf 
in my ſincere Deſign of being beneficial to Man- 
kind. All I deſire of thoſe who find fault with 
my Performance, is to produce a better in its 
Room. 

In the Account I give of Diſeaſes, I ſhall en- 
deavour to be as ſhort and intelligible as poſſible. 
—— T he uſual and general Diviſion of Diſtem- 
pers, is into Chronical and Acute, and each 
Branch ot them is ſubdivided into many particu- 
lar ones. The moſt common I hope to de- 
ſcribe in ſo plain a Manner, that even the Patient 
himſelf ſhall be able to give a proper Name to 
his Diſeaſe.

GOUT, or Arthritis. 


HIS has various Names, according tothe 

Parts affected: Tis rermed Podagra when 

in ve Foot, Chiragra when in the Hand, Gena- 
ra when in the Knee, Sciatica when in the Hip. 
Tis ſtrange to ſce how often Phyſicians call 
this Diſtemper a Rheumatiim, and a Rheumatiſm 
the Gour. The Difference berween them 


will plainly appear from the Deſcription 1 ſhall | 


give of theſe two Diſtempers. 

Of the ſeveral Names above ſet down, a regu- 
lar Gout may moſt properly be termed Podagra, 
becauſe it begins in the firſt Joint of the Great 
Toe, and that uſually about Midnight; where, 
after it has rac*'d the Patient forty eight Hours 
with a violent fix'd Pain, a ſmall Tumour begins 
to appear, increaſing gradually; after that, an 
Inflammation, and then the Violence of the Pain 
abates- "8 

The firſt Fit may laſt a Fortnight, or three 
Weeks; bur a great Weakneſs, and Tenderneſs 
in the Part afflicted, remains much longer. 

The Patient may feel no more of this Diſeaſe 
for two or three Years, or at ſooneſt a T welve- 
month: But what adds much to the Misfortune 
of this Diſtemper, is, That every Fit becomes 
more painful, and the Paroxiſms more frequent 
and laſting. 

The 
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The Gouty Matter increaſing, riſes to the 
Ancles and Knees, which, as was ſaid before, 
ſwell with Inflimmation? This Degree of the 
Diſtemper, by fome Authors, is called Morbus 
Articularis, and is always attended with a ſymp- 
tomatical Fever; tor as the Pains wear off, the 
Fever abates. 

Thus it takes its Progreſs, incre ſing by De- 
grees, till the poor Patient is lacerated, and torn 
to Pieces; Chalk-Stones working out of the 
Joints, attended with other melancholly Circum- 
ſtances. | 
It muſt he obſerved, towards the latter End of 
this Diſeaſe, when the Fluids are almoſt wholly 
changed into gouty Matter, the Fits are not ſo 


regular, nor the Pains fo violent; but then the 


Patient is ſeldom free from them. 

Phyſicians have been much miſtaken about the 
Cauſe of this Diſtemper : Thar it is Matter, ap- 
pears from the Tumors and Inflammation that at- 
tend it 3 but the Difhculty hes ro find out the 
Nature of this Matter ] ſhall venture to 
afirm 'tis an Alkali: That the Chalk-Srones 
that work out of the Joints are ſuch, appears 
trom the Fermentation occaſioned by Acids, 
which in ſmall Quantities cauſe Pains in gouty 
Perſons : Thefe Fains proceed from the Acids 
meeting with a contrary Quality, whereby a 
preternatural Fermentation is railed in the diſ- 
rempered Part; and this creates a Heat and Burn- 
ing, the Heat being an Effect of that Fermenta- 
tion or Motion, according to the Learned Dr. 
Willis, whoſe Treatiſe of Fermentation I prefer 
10 his other Works: If I miſtake not, he gives 


this 
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this Definition of it, viz. © Motus Inteftinus ad 
per fett ionen alicujus Carporis, vel ad Internecio- 
© nem eju/dem.” 

There have been ſo many unſucceſsful Attempts 
made to maſter this Diſcaſe, that Patients have 
very little Faith left, and ( as they commonly 
ſay ) bave no Hopes from any Thing bet Patience 
and warm Flannel : But with Submiſſion, k:eping 
the Part warm is wrong, becauſe tis proprium 


Caloris attrabere z and does, beyond doubt, attract 


gouty Matter to the Part. 

Notwithſtanding the many fruitleſs Attempts 
that have been made to cure this miſer ble Diſ- 
temper, Providence has in this, as well as in all 
other Diſeaſes, lefr Means for our Recovery, 
which in many [nftances I am able to make ap- 

ear. I ſhall refer to one where the curious may 
ſatisfied : The Coachman of the Right Ho- 
nourable the Lord Viſcount St. Jobn had a long 
and redious Fit of the Gour, and was hardly able 
to ſtir without Crutches: I gave him a very plea- 
fant eaſy Sudorific, which had its defired Effect: 
——|nſomuch that the Day following, he walk- 
ed from Albemarle- Street, to Cecil- Street, to give 
me Thanks. He came to me without the Hel 
of a Stick, and with ſtrait Shoes on; The Swel- 
ling was entirely gone; He affirmed that he was 
never better in his Life; and that he was 
able to walk from one End of the Town to the 
other. This is about fifreen Years ago. 

The Fellow has never had any Return fince, 
though he was much afflicted with it many Years 
before. It may be asked, Will he never have 
it again? The ſame Queſtion may be asked of 


any Fever, ( except ſome few Eruptions; ) for 
many

many Perſons are very ſubject to Fevers every 
Spring; yet I preſume no Body will ſay a Pati- 
ent was not cured of a Fever he had fifteen 
Years ſince, though he ſhould happen to have a 
Fever again this Year. | 

It will, I hope, at leaſt, be granted, That ſuch 
long TI :tervals add much to the Comfort of Life; 
and | am confident there is no Body can have the 
Gout to that Degree, but that there may be a Re- 
bate given to his Pains. He may find great Re- 
lief without Opiates, or painful RemeJies, 
which Iam a Strenger to, and very much diſlike. 

© Take Tamarinds half an Ounce, Leaves of 
* Senna two Drams, Rheubarb one Dram, boil 
© them in Water to three Ounces, ſtrain them 
© off; and diſſolve in them of Manna, and the 
purging Syrup of Roſes, each one Ounce, Sy- 
rup of Buck-Thorn and Elixir Proprietatis, 
each two Drams. Drink Poſſet- Drink, 
or thin Gruel, between Motions, — Taking 
this once or twice a Week, will leſſen the

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'© and drinking a Quart or three Pints of the Poſ- 
c ſer-Drink while ſweating.” 

In two or three Hours, at fartheſt, the Patient 
will be perfectly free from Pain; and though be- 
fore not able to put one Foot to the Ground, "cis 
very much if he cannot walk the next Day. 
When it is taken, keep your Bed till next Day 
Noon. This Remedy may be taken once a 
Week, or once a Month. 

Mynſycht's Elixir of Vitriol taken often in 
large Quantities, moſt certainly deſtroys Gouty 
Matter, yet for ſome Time it may cauſe Pain; 
but taken in its due Latitude, if Water will 

uench Fire, it muſt in the End have its deſired 
ffect. 


Droresy, called Hydrops. 


HERE are three Sorts of Dropſies; the 
moſt common and mot fatal, is the Aſ- 


cnes. This Diſtemper is often many Years con- 


tracting ; in ſome near twenty Years, according 
to the beſt Judgment that can be made. One or 
two Inſtances may make this clear. 

Mr. William Staunton of Hampton near Hamp- 
ton-Court, formerly a Chancery-Clerk of Fur- 
nival's-Inn, was for twenty Years afflicted wich 
a violent Aſthma; he had many Phyſicians ; 
but found no boy : Ar laſt he had that Spe- 

cies of the Dropſy which I am going to de- 
ſcribe, His Diſtemper reduced him to that 
Weakneſs, and made him fo corpulent and 
unweildy, that he was not able to turn in his 
Bed, nor lie but on one Side, inſomuch that = 
Fle 
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Fleſh was worn off the Hip and Shoulder : Ir 
was expected a Mortification would enſue. — 
In this Condition Mrs. Staunton asked, If I con- 
ceived any Hopes of him ? I anſwered, there 
was but little Room for Hope; yet if ſhe pleaſed 
to try the Force of the Medicine I ſhould pre- 
ſcribe, ſhe might be aſſured there was no Danger 
in it. 

He took it every Night and Morning, as I 
uſually give it. He has told me fince, that 
it conſtantly brought away from a Gallon to five 
Quarts of Water. —- Taking this daily, it muſt 
be ſuppoſed he was ſoon freed from his Waters. 

He has been clear of his Aſthma ever ſince, and 
enjoys a better State of Health than he has done 


for twenty Years paſt. This was in the fixty 


ſeventh Year of his Age, yet he has at preſent as 
florid a Complexion as any Man of twenty. 

I conclude that he had a Collection of Waters 
in his Breaſt, which cauſed the Aſthma. 

I had another Patient, who had a W hite-Swel- 
ling, as the Surgeons call it, in both Knees. He 
came to Town, and applied himſelf ro Mr. Bo- 
cheer ; who, like an honeſt Man, did little ta 
him, but adviſed him to go to Bath ; which he 
did for near twenty Years, as the Gentleman told 
me. But in the End this appeared to be an Aſ- 
cites. I was called to him; and upon purging 
off the Waters, thoſe White-Swellings totally 
diſappeared. He told me he had not had ſo good 
a Command of his Legs for twenty Years paſt. 

Many Inſtances of the like Nature I could 
produce; bur I take theſe two to be ſufficient 
tor my preſent Purpoſe. 
Hence 
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Hence it is evident what flow Paces this Dif- 


temper many times makes. 


Some Nicety will be required to give ſuch a 
Deſcription of this Diſeaſe, as to make it known in 
its Approaches. Tis eaſily prevented, though 
very difficult to be cured when it comes to an 
Heighr. | 

It begins with a Thirſt, which inſenſibly grows 
on the Patient. The Inſide of the Hands grows 
dry with a more than common Hardneſs, and the 
Paticnt is attended with an unuſual Heat. All 
the Glands of Secretion begin to fall ſhort of 
performing their due Functions, till at laſt Tran- 
ſpiration ceaſes. The Urine decreaſes much in 
Quantity, and is often high coloured. An Ina- 
bility to Motion increaſes as the Body fills, with 
great Shortneſs of Breath, and Loſs of Appetite. 

"Theſe are the ſeveral Symptoms of an ap- 
proaching Dropſy, which uſually ſhews irſelt firſt 
in the Legs, This Diſtemper may be coming on 
ſeycral Years, as has been above noted; and for 
want of a due Examination of the Patient, 
it has been too often taken for ſome other Diſ- 
eaſe, which has proved fatal to many People. 

To deſcribe a confirmed Aſcites, is no more 
than to ſet the foregoing in a clear Light. 

The Thirſt is more intenſe, Urine leſs in 
Quantity, higher coloured, coming near to the 
Water made in a Jaundice; Shortneſs of Breath 
to that Degree, chat there is no lying down in 
Bed; an Inability to all Motion, a total Loſs of 
Appetite, looſe Stools, frequent, but in ſmall 

uantities. The Legs, Thighs, and all Parts of 
the Body are full of Water, which with the Ad- 
dition 
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dition of a Symptomatical Jaundice, make up the 
fiightful and mercileſs Retinue that attend this 


great Evil. - 
After all, I ſhall venture to ſay, That let me = 
but come to People as early in this Diftemper as b. 


they generally apply for Relief from other Phy: U 
ficians, and it ſhall be cured with as much Cer- 
tainty, as any other Gentleman may cure a Diſ- 
temper he thinks himſelf moſt Maſter of. _—— 
I] am ſurprized that the Paracenteſis or Tap, ſhoyid 
be fo frequently uſed in this fatal Diſeaſe. I 
ſhould be glad ro know if one in five hundred has 
been cured by it. Ir rather confirms the 
Diſeaſe, and often renders it incurable, while the 
poor Patient's Life is protracted in Miſery and 
Deſpair z ſo that it may well be ſaid,

Befides, as they are of a much finer Texture of, 
Body than Men, they are more ſubje& to the 
Paſſions of the Mind, which have often been 
the Cauſe of this Diſtemper. This

ſo in this Diſeaſe, that the Patient becomes a 
wm mere Skeleton with Loſs of Appetite z Thirſt,

— Colour. This may be cured pretty muc 
iſ- in the fame way with an Aſcites. 


ANASARCA. 


HIS is another Species of Dropſy, plain- 
ly differing from the Aſcites and Tympa- 
ny. The Symptoms are vaſtly more unſetiled; 
The Swellings in the two former are fixed; in 
this they very often ſhifr, and for the moſt part 
affect only the Muſcles. As for Example: The 
Patient ſhall ſwell on one Side of the Body; and 
in a ſhort Time the Tumour ſhall quit that Part, 
and appear on the other Side of the Body; and 
in like Manner ſhifc from one Thigh, Leg, or 
Arm, to the other. 

This Diſeaſe is not ſo common as the Aſcites 
or Tympany, and is much eaſier cured. Yet 
Mr. Towne, one of the King's Gardiners, died of 
it under Dr. Radclif*'s Care. A Gentle- 
man carried me to that unfortunate Man ; bur 
the Doctor was ſo confident of faving him by 
the wonderful Panacza Blifters, that I was nor

It ariſes from breaking the Compages or Tenor 
of the Blood. 
The Deſcription follows: Tis attended with 
a ſmall Fever, Loſs of Appetite, intenſe Thirſt, a 
great Dejection of the animal Spirits, profuſe 
Quantities of Urine of a Violer Scent, with a 
thin oily Subſtance ſwimming on the Surface of 
it. When all theſe Symptoms meet they conſti- 
tute this Diſtemper. 
The Sort of Water deſcribed is very com- 
mon in what Phyſicians call ſcorbutick Caſes. — 
Upon which, after the Learned Dr. Wills has 
made a very long Harangue about hot Scurvy and 
cold Scurvy, I muſt own my Capacity too weak 
to comprehend his Meaning; nor do I believe 
the Diſcaſe owed its Name to any Thing, but 
that when the Phyſicians met with a Diſtemper 
they knew little of, they called it a ſcurvy one. 

One Mr. Jonathan Keate, ſome Time after 
Surgeon to the Hoſpital at King's- Town in Ja- 
maica, was ſo far gone in a Diabetes, that he was 
not able to get out of his Cabin. I was 
on Board with ſome Company, who told me the 
Surgeon of the Ship lay dangcroully ill, and deſir- 
ed to ſee me,---- I ſoon perceived his Diſtemper, 
and (ent him trom Shore what I thought proper. 
In three or four Days he came to Port- Rozal, to 
return Thanks for the great Scrvice I had done him.

They allow the 
Patient to uſe a ſtrengthening Diet, and indulge 
him too much with Wine, Gravies, and the like, 
contrary to a known Maxim in Phyſick.

Another Cauſe of Conſumptions is from an 
Empyema; which is an Impoſthumation on 
the Pleura; as when Pleurifies or Peripneumo- 
nies are not blooded off, as long as any poig- 
nant or ſhooting Pains remain, there is an Fifa. 
lible Indication for Bleeding. *"T was ſaid the 
Lord Sunderland could not die for want of Bleed- 
ing, having loſt ſeventy Ounces: Whereas my 
next-door Neighbour had a Servant ſeized with 
a Pleuriſy, who loſt two hundred and ſixty 
Ounces of Blood before his Pain left him.

F this there are two Species; the one con- 
vulſive, the other proceeding from a foul 
Mais of Blood.

lence, and find a much greater Difficulty of 
Breathing, though you ſpit only a frothy Sub- 
ſtance, yet when the Paroxyſm is over, the Pa- 
tient finds not much Diſorder.

In a ſanguinary Aſthma, or what proceeds 
from a foul Maſs of Blood, the Patient is ſel- 
dom free; though at ſome Times much better 
than others. As when the Winds are Eaſterly, 
the Patient ſoon finds a ſenſible Alteration for the 
Worſe.———>— Nay, | have been told by thoſe that 
kecp their Beds, that they have been ſenſi- 
ble in a few Minutes, when the Wind has ſhifted 
to the Eaſt, they cough, and ſpit a digeſted 
Matter. 

This Diſeaſe rarely feizes People before they 
are of an advanced Age; which 1s the Reaſon 1: 
does not cauſc Conſumprions ; for the Parenchy- 
ma, or Subſtance of the Lungs, is then grown 
ſo very hard, chat it rarely admits of Putrefaction. 
The Cure of this laſt Aſthma does not 
much vary from that in Conſumptions. 

When it proceeds from a foul Maſs of Blood, 
it ought to be treated as in a Conſumption ; 
only puxge once, or twice a Weck with the 
Purge ſet down in the Gour. 


JauNDice, or Icterus. 


HIS is very viſible from the Yellowneſs 
of the Eyes and Skin, black Urine, and 
whue Stools, accompanied with great Sickneſs 
and Faintings, but little Pain. If the Excrc- 
ments are not white, it may be feared the Caſe

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Jaundice; which is never to be cured by Icte- 
ricks, or ſuch Medicines as are commonly uſed 
in the Jaundice. | 

This Diſeaſe proceeds from an ObſtruQion of 
the Ductus Coledochus, which leads from the 
Gall to the inteſtine Duodenum; the Bile not 
paſſing there, leaves the Ordure white, which 
otherwiſe takes its Colour from it; bur mixin 


with the Blood, tinctures the Skin, as the Hair 


on the Head or Body takes its Dye from the 
Fluids. 

Puracelſus, in his Treatiſe De Signatura Rerum, 
rery much commends the inner Bark of Tarber- 


ries, Turmerick, Rheubarb, and all Plants of a 


yellow Calt, in the Cure of this Diſeaſe. But 
they are too weak, as has been ſufficiently expe- 
rienced long ſince. He likewiſe commends 
the Aibor Tremula in Agues, the Pulmonaria 
maculoſa in Conſumptions, Trachelium in ſore 
Throats and Quinſeys ; and fo goes on. [ 
mention this, to ſhew on what weak Foundati- 
ons we often venture our Lives. 

This Diſeaſe commonly ends in ſome violent 
Ha&morrage z either by Urine, Stool, a Vo- 
mica Pulmonum, which ſoon terminates in Death. 
— All this may be impured to that Alkali Bile, 
which tears the very Arteries in Pieces, and ren- 
ders the Patient incurable. | 

Only take eight Grains of Turbith Mineral 
© ar Four or Five in the Afternoon, drinking thin 
* Gruc!, or Poſſet-Drink, between Motions. 
After four or five Days repeat the Turbith 
as above.. In the intermediate Days take half

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« triol in half a Pint of Spring Water, three Times 
a Day. This cures any original Jaundice I 
© ever met with. 

At the Bath, I have ſeen Gentlemen fo far 
gone in this Diſeaſe, that their Faces have been 
of an exact Lemon · Colour. I have been 
much concerned, to think how ſmall a Progreſs 
has been made in the Art of Healing. 


SToNE, or Nephritis. 


HE Stone is an exquiſite Pain on the Ure- 

ters, or Neck of the Bladder And is 
cauſed by a cold Stomach, hot Reins, and ill Di- 

eſtion; which ſends Crudities into the Blood 
by the Lacteals. Theſe Crudiries paſs to the Kid- 
neys by the Emulgent Arteries $3 and not being 
ſo readily received by the Emulgent Veins, make 
Lodgment in the Pelvis, or Cavity of the Kid- 
neys, where, by their Heat, they ſoon petrify ; 
And thus Gravel is formed; but never in the 
Bladder, as ſome conceive. This Gravel, or 
ſmall Stones, entering the Ureters, long and nar- 
row Paſſages of exquiſite Senſe, cauſe great Pains, 
with violent Vomitings ; and the ſame again, 
when they enter the Neck of the Bladder and 
Urethra. The Patient frequently complaining 
of Pains in his Thigh, which I take to proceed 
trom the Muſcle P/oas, which reaches from the 
Reins thither. 

All the Relief we can afford, is to dilate and 
lubricate the Urinal Paſſages, that the Stone or 
Gravel may paſs with leſs Difficulty. 
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If any of the ſmall Gravel ſhould accidentaliy 
adhere to any Part of the Bladder, it like a Snow- 
Ball colle&s the finer Part of the Sand, till by 
its Weight it falls from its Cyſtis on the Neck | 
of the Bladder ; and then nothing is to be done 
but Lithotomy, or Curting. 

This brings melancholy Reflections on the un- 
happy Patient, ſince all the Endeavours of Phy- 
ſicians, Quacks, and Emperics, to find out a 
Cure have proved ineffectual. Many Tryals 
have been made to find out a Diſſolvent for the 
Stone; and ſuch have been found out as will break ' 
the Stone, being laid in your Hand. But as 
nothing but an excrementitious Serum enters the 
Bladder, the Powers of every Medicine muſt be 
vaſtly weakened, before they reach the Seat of 
the Diſtemper. | 

There is little to be done to cafe the Patient in 
the Fits, or Paroxyſms, but to uſe ſuch Medicines } 
as lubricate, and open the Paſſages ; by which 
means, the Stone or Gravel will paſs more eaſily. 
As Balſam of Capivie, taking a large Spoonful in 
any Vehicle, whether Wine or Water. I know 
it is a common Method, to give ſtrong Diuretics 
in fuch Caſes.— Now, the Coats of the Ureters 
being nervous, by ſuch Irritations contract them- 
ſelves, and hold the Stone more cloſely. Where- 
as the Weight of the Urine is ſufficient to | 
the Stone before it, if the Paſſages were ſufficient- 
ly dilated.---- I preſcribe the inmoſt Coat of 
the Gizzards of Pigeons finely powdered, to be 
taken Night and Morning, one Scruple, in a ſ 
Glaſs of White-Wine. But you may pleaſe to | 
try one Ounce of Quickſilyer every Morning for

HIS, of all others, deſerves to have a 

Place amongſt the Acute Diſeaſes. Bur, 
as I am going to deſctibe thoſe of the Head, this 
Diſtemper, ſo remarkable, and fo fatal, cannot 
be omitted. | 
Whatever affects the Head, muſt be either in- 
flammatory, convulſive, or accidental; as from 
Contufions, Bruiſes, and the like. 
The Patient in an Apoplexy falls ſuddenly to | 
the Ground, deprived of all Senſation and Mo- 
rion. 

Some Phyſicians place this Diſtemper in the 
Center of the Brain ; but that, with Submiſ- 
fion, can hardly account for the Effect it pro- 
duces : Upon better Conſideration it will ap- 
pear, that both Brains fuuſt be affected. Thar 
the Cerebrum, ot gfeat Brain, is fo, appears 
from the Abolition of Senſe and Motion. That | 
the Cerebellum, or little Brain, receives its 
Stroke likewiſe, is evident from the great Diſh- 
eulty of Breathing the Patient labours under in 
this Diſeaſe: It being very juſtly allowed, that 
this Brain is th: Cauſe of all involuntary Moti- 
ons, of which Breathing maſt be one. Tis 
not cafy to conceive that this Diſtemper is fo com- 
mon, as is pretended, when in more than forty 
ſeven Years Practice, I have met with no more 
than two. 
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Very often the Denomination of this Diſcaſe 1 
is given to Epilepſies, and many Times to Hy- {| 
pocondriacal Effects. ORs | ' 
There are two Cauſes of Apoplexics : Blood It | 
extravaſated in the cortical Part of the Brain; 
or Convulſions, that immediately obſtruct the 
Animal Spirits. 
The firſt of theſe. is incurable, it being im- 
poſſible to draw the extravaſated Blood off; the 
latter, by proper Remedies has been often re- 
movdl and the Patient cured. 

High Bleeding may be of Uſe. Take of

a Diſtemper muſt be convulſive, it 
being impoſſible for any inflammatory 


Dueaſe to ſeize the Patient ſo ſurpriſingly; for 
he would complain of Vertigoes, or great Pains 
in the r before the Paroxyſm. W hert as it 
gives its Stroke without any previous Symptom, 
much like an Apoplexy, and is too 422 
for that Diſtemper; as I have before obſerved. 
This 
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This affects likewiſe both Brains; which is viſi- 
ble from ts taking away all Senſe and Motion, 
and is attended with a Dyſpncea, or Difficulty 
of Breathing, yet not fo great as in Apoplexies.

During the Paroxyſm, what is preſcribed in 
the Apoplexy, is not amiſs, Bleeding excepted. 
But to prevent Returns, take as preſcribed in the 
Convulſive Aſthma. All Convulſions proceeding 
pretty much from the ſame Cauſe, which we 
call an Ataxie, or irregular Motion of the Ani- | 
mal Spirits. 


HyPocONDRIACAL and 
HyYsSTERICAL DISEASES, 

Morbus Hypocondria- 

ous & Hiltericus. 


ERE are two different Names for the 
lame Diſtemper ; nor can they be diſtin- 
gu ſhed otherwiſe than thus: What we call 
Hypocondriacal in Men, we term Hyſterical in 
Women. I ſhall enter only on Hyſterical Ef- 
ſects, becauſe they are more common, and more 
viſible in the finer Sex. There 
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There is no Diſeaſe incident to Human Bodies, 
but theſe Hyſtericiſms will counterfeit ſo exactly, 
that without the greateſt Caution the Phyſician 
muſt be deceived. 

As when it ſeizes the Head, it cauſes violent 
Pains, Vertigocs, ſtrong Convulſions, with De- 

rivation of Senſe z when it affects the Eyes, with 
ofs of Sight for the preſent, great Quantities of 
pure Water iſſuing from them. 

When the Heart; Palpitations. 

When the Lungs, Succuſſions or Coughing; 
in ſome much reſembling the Barking of a Dog. 

When the Guller, or Exphagus, Suffocation, 
with a great Swelling riſing up to the Throat; 
when the Side, a Pleuriſy z when the Stomach, 
Sickneſs, Pain, and ha 

When the Iuteſtines, the Cholick often accom- 
panied with à Diarrheza, or Looſeneſs. 

When the Kidnirs and Neck of the Bladder, 
it many Times cauſes a total Suppreſſion of the 
Urine, with Pains ſo like thole cauſed by the 
Gravel or the Stone, that 'tis impoſlible, ifs 4 
javantibus & ladentibus, to diſtinguiſh one from 
the other. When the Womb, all Diſtempers 
appear that arc incident to it; all the Muſcles 
and Joints are affected with Swellings, followed 
with torturing Pains without Inflammation. 

Neither are the Teeth or Nails free: The Skin 
mall be often affected, becoming hot and diy, as 
in a burning Fever.

The laſt Remedies preſcribed are 
Bath Watersz which are really good to repair 
decayed Spirits. 

The only Help which can be adminiftered in 
this Diſorder, is to fortify the Animal Spirits, and 
ſtrengthen the Genus Nervoſum; which is done 
by proper Neuroticks, Deoppilatives, and _ as

It generally appears firſt in the Glands 
of the Throat, with hard Swellings of a livid 
Colour; flow in coming to a Maturation, bear- 
ing the Touch without much Uneaſineſs, being 
attended with leſs Pain and Soreneſs, than any 
other Ulcer of what Kind ſoever. 

The Accidental proceeds from any old Ulcer 
that has been long in curing, or from any In- 
flammation of the Eyes, which I have obſerved 
in a very ſhort Time to become ſcrofulous. : 

The Hands, Feet, or any. other Part may be 
affected with ir.

any Kind in the Fluids ; as Pitcairn ſays, 
the famous Mr Boyle aſſerts. Sir John Colebatch's 
Experiment with the Syrup of Violets, is ſufh- 
cient, to go no farther.

But why ſhould Men of Art be fo averſe to 
Cold Bathing in this Caſe ? The [/raelites were 
famous for an itchy ſcabby People z and the on- 
ly Remedy we find they made uſe of was Im- 
merſion in cold Water. | 
Phyſicians object, That the Immerſion in cold 
Water, in Cutaneous Caſes, has often thrown 
this corrupt Matter on the Lungs, and cauſed 
Conſumptions. If they can make this appear 
from one ſingle Inftance, it may give ſome Satis- 
faction as to what they aſſert ; though it will be 
far from proving their Concluſion to be true. 
What they ſay of Cold Bathing, is very different 
from what I have experienced in Practice, and 
from my Way of Thinking. 
VU pon the Patient's Immerſing in the moſt in- 
tenſe cold Water that can poſſibly be found. all 
the Heat is flung from the Surface of the Body, 
into its moiſt inward Parts; when the Patient 
comes out, the Heat returning from whence it 
IF came, performs its Motion with that Elaſticity 
and Force, that it fills the Skin with vaſt Num- 
bers of cutaneous Spots; by which the Blood 
becomes much finer, and thoſe corrupt Parts of 
the Fluids are diſcharged. For the Truth of 
this, I appeal to every one that immerſes in very 
cold Water. | 

It may be farther preſumed, That whereas the 
Patient often complains of flying Pains in the

Muſcles, which occaſion a great Inability to Mo- 
tion. This Diſorder, generally ſpeaking, is cau- 
ſed from Wind, blowing up the Muſcles beyond 
their due Tenſion : In which Caſe, they will 
receive Benefit, not only from the cold Quality 
of the Water, but more from the Weight of it, 
which preſſes the Muſcles into their due Places;

Higher than in any other Fever; intenſe Thirſt, 


violent Vomitings, Pains in the Head, Back, 
Joints, and all over the Muſcles, a total Failure 
and Proſtration of all Strength and Ability 3j as 
if there was, asin Reality there is, a general Mor- 
rification of all the Fluids enſuing. 
The Appearances, which come on in a few 
Hours, are what we 1 or black Spots; 
| 2 with 
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with a Bubo, or inflammatory Swelling in the 
Groin, or ſome other of the Emunctories. 
This Diſeaſe is very ſoon at a Criſis, in three 
or four Days at the fartheſt, but generally ſooner. 

When I took by Storm the two Cities of Gua- 
iaguil, under the Line, in the South Seas, it hap- 
pened, that not long before the Plague had raged 
amongſt them. For our berter Security there- 
fore, and keeping our People rogether, we lay in 
their Churches; and likewiſe br-1ghr thither 
the Plunder of the Cities: We were very much 
annoyed with the Smell of dead Bodics. Theſe 
Bodies could hardly be ſaid to be buried; for the 
Spaniards abroad uſe no Coffins, but throw ſeve- 
ral dead Bodies one upon another, with only a 
Draw-Board over them; ſo that tis no Wonder 
we received the Infection. 

In a very few Days after we got on Board, one 
of the Surgeons came to me to acquaint me, that 
ſeveral of my Men were taken atter a violent 
Manner with that Languor of Spirits, that they 
were not able to move. I immediately went a- 
mong them, and, to my great Surprize, ſoon 
diſcerned what was the Matter. In deb chan For- 
ty- eight Hours we had in our ſeveral Ships one 
Hundred and Eighty Men in this miſerable Con. 
dition. 

ordered the Surgeons to bleed them in both 
Arms, and to go round to them all, wuh Com- 
mand to leave them bleeding till all eie blooded, 
and then come and tie them up in their Turns. 
Thus they lay bleeding and fainting, fo long, that 


1 could not conceive they could loſe leſs than an 
hundred Ounces each Man.

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If we had loſt ſo great a Number of our Peo- 
ple, the poor Remains muſt infallibly have periſh- 
ed. I began to conſider, that the Plague was no 
more than a Fever of the moſt exalted Kind; and 
ſo Duro buic nodo durior adbuc cuneus adbibendus. 
A Fever we define to be Aufta ſanguinis Fermen- 


tatio ſanguini & bumoribus indufta. The only In- 
rention of Healing, mult be to abate that preter- 


natural Fermentation, and reſiſt Putrefaction, 


which mu be by large Quantities of cooling and 
diluting 1 .iquors. We had on Board Oil and 
Spirit of V itriol ſufficient; which I cauſed to be 
mixed with Water to the Acidity of a Lemon, 


and made them drink very freely of it; fo that 


notwithſtanding we had one Hundred and Eighty 
odd down in this moſt fatal Diſtemper, yet we 
loſt no more than ſeven or eight; and even theſe 


owed their Deaths to the ſtrong Liquors which 


their Meſs- Mates procured for them. 

They had all Spots, which in the great Plague 

they call Tokens; few or none of the Spaniards 
eſcaped Death that had them; but my People 
had chem, and Buboes too. 
Now if we had had Recourſe to Alexipharmics, 
ſuch as Venice Treacle, Diaſcordium, Mithridate, 
and ſuch like nn Compoſitions, or 
the moſt celebrated Gaſcoin's Powder, or Bezoar, 
I make no Queſtion at all, conſidering the Heat 
of the Climate, but we had loft every Man. 

Tis ſurpriziog to me that Phyſicians can read 
ſo many Authors, and overlook the moſt reaſona- 
ble Rules for the Good and Preſervation of Man- 
kind, and imbibe Principles, which, were it not 
for fear of giving wa x I ſhould ſay, are con-

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trary to common Senſe; I ſhall inſtance in one 
more remarkable than all the reſt. | 

The firſt Axiom that is laid down by RNiverius 
in his Theraputie Part of his Inſtitutes, is, Omni:

cipio deſumitur, contraria contrariis curantur. 

Galen ſays, no Rule in the Mathematicks is 
more certain than this. I have had more than 
Forty- eight Years Experience to back this Afﬀer- 
tion, and in the worſt Climates. 
| Read the Man whoſe Reaſon was much ſupe- 
rior to mine, the honeſt and good Dr. Sydenham, 
and ſee if the Rule above was not his Guide. 

Sennertus allo in his Inſtitutes ſays, Quicguid 
caratur curatur contrariis. 

This very Rule has been ſo little regarded, that 
a Phyſician of this Town offered to lay five Hun- 
dred Pounds with me, that I did not produce 


ſuch an Axiom; but as he grew cooler, he thought 


better of it. By this it appears, how little 

rice is taken of the moſt uſeſul Rules in the Art 
of Healing. | 

If it ſhould pleaſe God to afflict us with this 
Diſeaſe, ſome Perſons muſt be under no ſmall 
Concern to procure a ſufficient Quantity of Can- 
tharides; for if it ſhould fo happen that People 
wenx to their Graves with whole Skins, then the 
moſt ſovereign Remedy would be omitted. Now 
this great Catholicon does not only poiſon and in- 
flame the Fluids, but draws off the purer Part of 
the Blood, which is the Serum. By this Practice 
the Maſs becomes more grumous and thick, ſo 
that Circulation is impeded, and the Patient ſuf · 
ſocated: Whereas, it there was Care _ to 
n.. | . dilute 
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dilute and thin the Maſs of Blood, Circulation 
would be much eaſier maintained, and by this 
Means prevent Death. An eminent Phyfician 
was asked, how Bliſtering came ſo much in Fa- 
ſhion? He anſwered, they had it from the /zdians. 
Bur I, that have ſeen more /ndians than all the 
Phyficians in England, deny that the Iaiam ever 
make uſe of Blitters. They do often cauterile z 
and in all Fevers amongſt them they cover the 
Patients over in the Sands, till they are in a pro- 
fuſe Swear, and then throw them into the cold 
Water, by which Means they become well. 

1 hould be glad ro know if Dr. Rade ever 
uſed this inhuman Method of Bliſtering, as it is 
now in Vogue.

Anomalous Small Pox, or 
Variolæ Anomalæ. 


Hough my Deſign is to treat of ſeveral 
acute Diſeaſes; yet there need no farther 
Dcacription, than that where Symptoms appear 
high, the Fever will be of a more dangerous 
Kind; and where they are more remiſs, the en- 
ſuing Diſtemper will be of a more favourable Sorr. 
This Species of Small Pox is diſtinguiſhed from 
the other two by its fluxing in ſome Parts, and 
being in other very diſtinct. The 
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The Phyſician may be very ſerviceable to his 
Patient in this Caſe, if it be rightly underſtood, 
otherwiſe the Patient often ſuffers Death. But it 
muſt be conſidered, Nature is three Days forming 
variolous Matter, moſt Phyſicians are too apt to 


be giving heating Medicines to throw it out; of 
which Means the Fever is very much encreaſ 

which brings on a great Ataxie, or irregular Mo- 
tion of the animal Spirits, ſo that all Digeſtion 
of the morbifick Matter is obſtructed, contrary 
to a known Maxim, Cocta non cruda ſunt medi- 
canda. So that nothing but Water-Bladders and 


blue Spots appear, which renders the Patient's 


Circumſtances very deplorable. 
It muſt be Want of Obſervation that makes 


Phyficians ſo fearful of Bleeding in this Diſtetnper 
after the Eruption. The good Dr. Sydenham goes 


no further than Mittetur ſanguis quovis die ante 
tertium incluſive, which is but the ſecond Day after 
their Appearances. But the moſt excellent Peter 
Bayrus of Turin, who wrote about 1 go Years lance, 
oes further; and I can affirm by Experience, and 
rom the Succeſs I have had, that the Patient may 
be blooded every, or any Day, to the 21ſt. 


It is impoſlible it can paſs the Obſervation of 


Phy ſicians, and People that uſually attend Women 
in this Species of Small Pox, that about the 6th or 
7th Day great Floodings come, eſpecially if it hap- 
pens in the Flower of their Age: Now all this is 
arterial Blood, which is the Life and Spitit of 
Mankind. And this is never prejudicial, where no 
Endeavours are uſed to ſtop it. Nature will neither 
be forced nor driven, and is often very hard to be 
led; but will do Wonders when proper aſſiſted.

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Now if fo much arterial Blood may be loſt 
without Inconvenience, how much more may be 
taken by Phlebotomy from the Veins, with the 
utmoſt Advantage to the Patient.

Whilſt I lived with Dr. & I bad myſelf 


the Small Pox, and fell ill on T'welfth-Day. In 
the beginning I loſt twenty two Ounces of Blood. 
He gave me a Vomir, but I find by Experience 
Purging much better. I went abroad, by his 
Direction, till I was blind, and then took to my 
Bed. I had no Fire allowed in my Room, my 


Windows were conſtantly open, my Bed-Clothes 
' were ordered to be laid no higher than my Waſte. 
He made me take twelve Bottles of Small Beer, 
acidulated with Spirit of Vicriol, every twenty 
four Hours. I had of this Anomalous Kind to 
4 very great Degree, yet never loſt my Senſes one

This Method will ſerve very well in the Con- 
fluent Sort. This you may follow in the Diſtinct 
Small Pox, but in a more remiſs Degree. 

Miſs Corbett had as high a Confluent Small 
Pox as ever I ſaw, making bloody Water,, and 
the worſt Symptoms attending her. Dr. Mead, 
and another Phyfician, left her, ſaying, She 
could not live fix Hours. I was called to her; 
I. defired ſhe might inſtantly be blooded. The 
Right Honourable the Lady Hotham, her Mo- 
ther, ſent for a Surgeon, who refuſed to do ir, 
telling my Lady, that Dr. Mead ſaid, That if 


ſhe was blooded ſhe would die inſtantly. I told 


the Lady, That Colours were all the ſame to the 
Blind; I had a black Man that blooded very well, 
and ſent for him, who performed the Operation : 
She loſt a vaſt Quantity of Blood. Miſs Corbet 
declared afterwards, That upon bleeding ſhe found 
her Spirits revived, and, as it were, a new Life 
coming on; and fo it pleaſed God ſhe recovered. 


Bur there is lately a new Species of the Small 


Pox, called the Honycomb Small Pox, never 
known before. The Uſe of Bliſters in this Diſ- 
caſe rob the Puſtles of the Matter contained in 
them, and then the Puſtles, by ſubſiding ſome - 
thing reſemble an Honycomb. But if Doctors 
will create new Diſeaſes, tis fir they ſhould give 
them new Names.

Medicines, and too hot a Regimen. It general- 
ly terminates the fourth or fifth Day, carrying 
with it little or no Danger, if the Phyſician be 
not ever buſy with his Cordials and forcing Me- 
dicines, which only increaſe the Fever, and by 
that Means often endanger the Patient. | 

I don't remember I ever heard of any one's dy- 
ing of this Diſeaſe, till about twenty five Years 
fince ; bur of late, by the Help of Gaſcoin's Pow- 
der, and Bezoartic Boluſſes, together with Bli- 
ters, and a hot Regimen, (which, if experi- 
enced on a healthy Perſon, would endanger his 
Life,) the Blood is fo highly inflamed, and the 
Fever increaſed to that Degree, that it is become 
equally mortal with the Small Pox. 

There is nothing farther required in the Cure 
of this Diſeaſe, than to give a little Diacodium 
at Night, allowing a ſufficient Quantity of cool- 
ing and diluting Liquors. 


Scarlet Fever, or Febris

HIS is a Fever of a milder Kind than the 
Meaſles, and does not want the Aſſiſtance 
ot a Doctor.

Quinſey, or Angina. 


HIS is one of the moſt violent and acute 

Fevers that can befal us. The Learned 
make not three Species, bur rather three De- 
grees of it, viz, Cynanche, Synanche, and Pa- 
raſynanche. This inflames the Tonſils or Glands 
about the Throat, as alſo the Muſcles of the 
Wind-Pipe and Gullet, fo that ſwallowing any 
Thing is totally obſtructed. This Diſeaſe yields 
to nothing hut high Bleeding. Many have died 
in eight Hours after the firſt Seizure. 

This Diſeaſe requires as bigh Bleeding as any; 
likewiſe open both Veins under the Tongue. 
Take Plantane-HY ater, Red- Roſe- Mater, and Frogs- 
Spawn-Hater, of each three Qunces, the H bites 
of three Eggs beaten to a Water, Syrup of Mu. 
berries two Qunces, gargle your Throat often with 
theſe. Another Gargariſm, though this be a very 
good one, I much prefer Tale Spring-Hater one 
Pint, Mercury Sublimate half a Dram, Cream of 
Tartar two Drams. Levigate theſe very fine, then 
Flere it off for your Uſe. Purging is very requiſite.

Phyſicians have been very much at a Loſs to 
find out the Cauſe and Seat of this Diſeaſe, ir 
being, as was obſerved before, a nervous Fever, 
Ic muſt from the Brain; otherwiſe, how 
is ir it ſhould keep its ſtated Periods, ſo 
as to come at the ſame Hour cvery Day, every 
third, and every fourth Day, as it certainly does, 
reckoning the Days incluſive.

XN LMOST all Diſtempers proceed from a 
Vice in this Bowel ; and it as rarely fails 
to have its Share in moſt Diſorders liable ro hu- 
man Bodies; as great Sickneſs, Pains, Convulſi- 
ons, which are the uſual Complaints the Patient 
makes when this Part is affected.

I muſt own, at firſt Sight, this carries a very 
Face with it, and muſt naturally create in 
atients a great Opinion of th Apothecary, who 
ſeems, in this Reſpect, to act merely out of Re- 
gard to their Welfare, and not from any View 
to the Doctors . or his own.

If by what I have ſaid, I have diſobliged all 
the Apothecarics in the Kingdom, I have not 
many more Enemies ſt them, than I had 
before. If it ſhould be asked now, what was 
the original Grounds of their Diſlike to me, I 
can give no other Reaſon, than my being always 
inviolably attached to the Intereſt and Welfare of 
my Patient, and entirely regardleſs of theſe Gen- 
tlemens unwartantable Gains. . 
If, after all that has been ſaid, I am ſtill to be 
recommended by Apothecaties, and muſt 
entirely their good Word, I can affure the 
World,. I thall foon retire, where none, except 
the Poor, will have any Aſſiſtance from me.
